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THIS 1S UNEVALUATED INFORMATION 


Ufa (54-438, 566), capital of the Bashkir ASSR,; was built hundreds of years ago. - 
The oldest part of the city is the northern section. The city is surrounded on 
tires sides by the Belaya River. 


The cit, is laid out very regulurly ina checker bourd pattern. The streets are 
straight and wide, lighted by electricity, and markea by rectasgular iron plates 
nung ab th: street naeuds. On main streets, the street signs are electrically 
lignted. The rrincipsl streets are Lenin, Stalin, and Fushkin, all asphalted. 
Parades sre held on Pushkin Street end on Lenin Street 


Be ee residentixl buildings for 20-30 families were under 
“onstruction bub tnere was no significant building uctivity, The buildings of

Ufa are principally of stone or brick. The overnment builuings are of stone 
ana painted yellow (sic; of yellow-colored stone?). Residential buildings are 
mostly one-storied and of either stone or brick. There are also soe buildings 
of wood but none of concrete. ost of ths builuings in town are two or three 
stories high, painted red, und roofed with sheet iron, 


fhere ure no significant buildings and no memorial, There are only three small 
parks. One on Lenin Street contains Lenin's bust, In Yakutov Park are Lenin's 
ana Stalin's busts. There ure cinemas in all three parks, On Lenin Street is 
the Ufa Restuurant, which is in 4 seven-storied building. also on this street 
ere a government building and a six-storied building in which the families of 
engineers and professors live, 


The population of Ufa consists of abo t 70 percent Tatars, 25 percent Russians, 

una five percent others (armenians and Georgians). There is no apparent discord 
between nationalities, although the Russiuns do not 1 ok favorably on the’ other 

peoples, There is no important number of foreigners in the city, and those who 

come do not stay, The male population declined as a result of the war. 


The native Tatars are Moslems; the Russians and oLkher nationals are Christians. 
Only the elderly people ure interested in religion ami perform the requirements. 
There are two churches and one mosque, ‘Tlderly men and women attend regularly, 
but source does not know their aumber. 
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To The only railway station, called Ufu Station, is in the southern part of 
the city. It is 4 whitewashed one-storied building, The freight depot is 
in a separate building, about 200 meters west of the stubion, ‘There are 
about 20 lines through this station, which is connected with the Tranesib- 
eriaun line to the east and the woscow line to the west. Ufa is connected 
oy rail with Chelyuoinsk, Ulyenovsk (Lenin's birthplace), and Kuibyshev. 
The lines running in all these three directions ure wide and double-track- 
ed. «bout 4-5 passenger trains pass duily through Ufa. isore freight trains 
then passenger trains pass , perhaps one freight train every hour. ‘reins 
to all directions are run by steam. 


8. There is a public aerodrome 3 xm easu of Ufa, from which flights ure made to 
waoscow, Bukir (sic; Baku?}, Kiev, Khurkov, and Tbilisi, The field hus hangars 
but. source does not know how many. Source cannot describe the runway but 
states that there are no underzround installations. Three or four planes a 
uay were ooserved arriving and departing. There is also u training airfield 
at Ufa, 


9. The river port is located at the end of Lenin Street, There is ulso an in= 
stellation for the repair of ships, The port is guarded by the militia but 

is not separated from the rest of the city by any barrier. The city is linked 
by river with Kazan, Gorki, and isioscow. It is possible to go against the 
current of the river with small shiys out there is no traffic of any importance 
in this direction. Yhe principal traffic consists of grain sent out of the 
eit of Ufa and tinver orournt in fron the Urals. 


10, Trams, buses, und automodiles provide local transportation. There ure no 
horse carriages. The rails for trams are double and trams move in two direc- 
tions. These two directions are designated as 1 und 2. These numbers amd the 
name of the destination are written on tho sides of the trams. The buses are 
of different colors. ‘The fare from the center of the city to the station is 
one ruble. The tram fare is 30 kopeks even to the lust stop. There are con= 
ductors both in the buses and in the trams who collect the fare, By regulation, 25X14 
‘ everybody is supposed to pay the same umount, but soldiers do not comply with 
the regulations. Taxis cannot bo distingui arti

automoviles but their number is very few, 


li. he Supreme Soviet of the Yashkir aSSR is locuted in the goverment building. 
The President, Urasbayev, is in his early forties, h althy looking, und is married, 
The secretary of the Party is Yagupov. This building also houses the City soviet 
and, source believes, other munictpal offices. Source states that there are ZAKS, 
tux collectors, ana welfure offices in Ufa put he does not know their locations. 
For draft ;urposes, the city is divided into four raions, each of which contains 
a military registration office, 


12, The VD heacaquarters is at the corner of Stalin and Gogol Streets. Sources does 
not know the location of militia offices, ‘here are two prisons, The military 
and civil courts ere housed in the same building. There are both P and forced 
labor camps in the vicinity of Ufa, out source does not know their location. 


13. The militiamen usualiy stay singly or in teams of two ab the street corners «hile 
on duty. They are more numerous in the center of the city than in the j

25X1 a everyone can move about freely, However, 

25X4 special certificates can be obtained on application from the security 
officers, it is nou clear fron. his statement whether such documents are required 

25X11 or optional, wilitia patrols are more frequent at nieht than during the day. 


They often do not ask any cuestions from a well-dressed person. Those who look

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15. The government determines all prices, Consumer goods are obtained from the 
government stores against cash. There are no ration coupons at preserit. 
Source goes not know the places where coupons fornerly were issued, Everything 
desired can oe obtuined on the bluck mrket. ciostly those who have been fired 
from their posts as officials are engared in black marketing, The militia is 
used to comoat such activity but often an agreenent is made between the oper= 
ators anu the militia. .osily; novelty goods and consumer goods such as sugar 
are imported into Ufa, and in return grain is exported, 


16. The local heaiguarters of the Communist Party is in the green three-storied 
ouilding attuched to the government building. Source believes that Party 
meetings are held once or twice a week. Members pay dues of 50 kopeks 
(presumably per month), which is deducted fro: their wages, The local head— 
quarters of the Komsomol is in the government house, There are no women's clubs, 
peasants’ organizations, or atheists! clubs in town, as far us source knows, 


17. «a local newspaper, Krasniye oashkiri, is published duily, in Russian, at an 
editorial office on Karl wurks Street. Another, published in the same building, 
is the Tatar-language daily Bushkirdistan. Both are propaganda instruments of 
the barty. 


le. ‘there are two locul radio stations. One is rather large but source does not 

know its power, dinfantrymen guard its approuches, Its broadcasting time, from 
0600 to 1400 hours, is mostly allottedto propaganda. Foreign stutions cannot be 
neard because they are not clear, Sesides, it is forbidden to listen to foreign 
Stutions, The local station is heard through loud speakers, Individual receivers 
exist and can be purchased freely, but they are very expensive (650 rubles), In 
the purchasing of a receiver, the formalities are met at the post office und the 
duty is puid, 


19, It is very difficult to find 4 place to live in Ufa te A Fe would 
ve possible if a lot of money were offered. application for billeting is made to 
25X1 the municipal aithorities. The Bushkiri Hotel is three-storied., Persons of high 


25X1 rank stay at this hotel but persons of other classes too may stay there.[>_—_—ids 
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20. Employers do not provide accommodations for their workers, Separate houses for 
one flaiily exist throughout the city. apartment houses are located in one central 
part of the city; most of the people live in these, Barracks are surrounded by 
high walls and contain two-verth iron bedsteuds. The camps are surrounded by 
vurbed wire. Conuitions in them are very bad. The living conditions of the 
factory workers are the worst. The artists and Party secretaries stay in the 
most comfortable buildings. The workers may be obliged to live with their families 
in one room, bulb members of the other classes stay in better places, according to 
their grades. There are larger houses occupied by the Party officials. All the 
houses are illuminated by electricity. Persons other than Party officials have 
only a few chairs of the simplest kind and a bed. ‘There are 21l kines of vermin 
in the houses occupied by the ordinary people. 


21. Health conditions in general are zood in the city. There are many hospitals, 
including a military hospital, a civilian hospital, a hospital for contagious 
diseases, a mental hospital, and polyclinics. If one has money, one receives 
medical treatment. Vhen paid for, medical treatment is also given outside work- 
ing hours. Contact can be made with a doctor by going to a clinic. In 1943 
there was a cholera epidertic all over the Bashkir ASSR. Many @ied but their 
number was kept secret. The dead are buried rather than cremated. ‘There are 
three ceneteries on the outskirts of the city. 
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Educational institutions in Ufa include the School of the Theater, the 
wedieal Instituts, the Pedagogical Institute, and the Statistics Technical 
institute, all are coeducational anu source believes that there ure no 
restrictions on .dmission to them out he does not know the numoer ce uges 
of the students. The only scientific estuolishment ig 
wie wadieal Research Institute on Lenin Street 


Theaters include the Jashkiri Theater on Lenin Street and the Russiun Theater 
on Gogel Street. “ach h.s a square lobby und boxes "in the hisher floor", 
Plays of propaganda nature ar: presented in the Bashkiri Theater, In addition, 
there are three cinemas which very rarely show americ.n love films. Cther 
places of amusement are the Ufa Dinano Team footbull stadium on Tugayersk 
Streel and the Dinamo swimming pool on the riverbank west of the city. 


Cne artillery brigade and one ..VD divisios heaacuarters are located in Ufa, 

The regiments of the latter unit are stationed in the surrounding to«ns. 

fhe artillery origude is located at the corner of Stulin und Karl Larks Streets, 
the wVD division heacyuarters is at the eorner of Stalin and Gogol Streets, 
Voumanger of thé artillery brigade is General Rishkov.
